WORK IS PROGRESSING. 



Rooms Being Finished Up 
Ready For Occupancy 
About November 1. 



The Hopkinsville Water Company 
and the City Light Company have 
leased a part of the Y. M. C. A, 
building jointly for a term of years 
and will move from their present 
quarters on South Main street about 
Nov. 1. The portion of the concrete 
building to be occupied will be the 
large front room, three rear rooms 
and the basement. The work of fin- 
ishing up these rooms according to 
the original specifications is now in 
progress and it is the plan to finish 
thffn by the let prox*. The directors 
of the Y. M. C. A. reserve the right 
to finish up the entire building 
at any time. However, the Water 
and Light companies are to remain 
in their quarters not less than three 
years, the outside limit of their 1( 
being ten years. The original con- 
tract calls for stone steps, etc . but 
the lessees will not be required to 
put them in and ordinary steps will 
be placed in position at once.

The first of Its kind In Amerlcn. an 
ambulance for drunkards and those 
Injured In dmnken broivls. In charge 
"f a corps from the Salvation Army 
t trnlnw! In rendering flrst aid to the 
Injured, now patrols the saloon nad 
Tpudcrloiu districts of Oleveliuul, O., 
in the Inte hours of tho night. 

In Eorlln, Giriinin.v, coriis of fralncJ 
Tvorkers have done similar work, but 
without the aid of an ambulnuce. 
Some of the members of the Clove- 
land corps who are Introducing the 
work lu the United States are them- 
Belves Germans and have had practical 
experience In their own country alon^ 
thla line, says W. Frank McClure, spe- 
cial Cleveland correspondent of the 
Los Angeles Times. The addition of 
the ambulance, they say, Is a decided 
help. The ambulance now In us© Is a 
temporary one, but one especially de- 
signed and equipped will be ready 
for service In a few weeks. The new 
. .plan Is attracting much attention In 
ll*'#Clevelan<ll and Is bringing notable re- 
^:^^*ialt8. 

^Hembera of the corps wear the but- 
Ua of the National First Aid to the 
IiUpred Association of America, of 
which Clara Barton la president Each 
one has made a study of rendering 
I first aid to the injured In accordance 
with medical science. 

Each member of the corps Is also 
equipped with a shrill whistle, which 
Is attached to the front of the coat or 
dress. Tho worlters, polng In coui- 
p.inlos of two or throe Into tho noto- 
liniis districts, leave the ambulance 
ptundlng in charge of one of tho num- 
mtr lit some point on the street, and 
/OTN?u they find some one who needs 
Jielp one of those wlio make the discov- 
ery blows his whistle, and tho ambu- 
lance comes quickly to tho scene. 
Each memtter also h;ia the red cross 
upon his sleeve, and one In each de- 
tachment of the workers carries a lan- 
tern. 

Men found in saloons who are so 
drunk that they are to all appearances 
paralyzed are picked up on a stretcher 
and taken to a Salvation Army shelter. 
AVhen next day they become sober they 
are given good advice and sent to their 
bom^B. if they have homes, and «n- 
ploymeat; U not, they offer them work 
and food and shelter. All are Invited 
to attend the rellglotia meetings and 
urged to start life anew. 

Many a man Is found In the late 
hontjk of the night bleeding as the re- 
sult of a saloon browl. His wounds are 
bandaged by careful hands, and If he Is 
seriously Injured or unconscious be Is 
takei! in the Salvation Army ambu- 
lance to one of the city hospitals. When 
he is able to leave the hospital he Is 
visited by some of the members of the 
corps who rescued him and is offered 
every assistance to keep on his feet 
and becoma a man. 

Also In the Tenderloin girls are found 
drunk or helpless from being drugged 
perhaps. These girls are taken to 
rescue home of the Salvation Army. 

The corps in making its rounds at 
night in search of the downfallen and 
unfortunate carries with It religious
